Indian Educational AQ*airs. 

To niK Eniroii: — Various reports are 
current in regard to tho educational stand- 
ing of the Indian on tho northwest coast. 
Sonio men who really understand tho 
former condition and modes of lilo of the 
aboriginal tribes hold that the Indians 
have made fair progress when all the oir- 
cuniatunces are considered. Others of 
the poaaimistic type doiiouacc everything 
that liaa been done as the uiereat sham, 
and says that time and money liave been 
wasted. 

Perhaps the moat proiainnut of '.ho 
latter type is tho Bishop of Caledonia, 
who on almost every availablu opportunity 
launchoa into a tirade of abuse against 
co workers, e.'cceiit those who slavishly 
follow his pet acheniea, and ayainat all 
the work that has been done by llioau who 
havo Bullicient balance of iiiiiid to dill'er 
froni his imperatives. 

Un u rocuut date tho Bishop of Cale- 
donia, while un tho high seas, stated that 
all the schoola of tho other misidons wore 
very shama, that scarcely an Indian could 
translate a passage of English into his 
native tongue; but that ho himself had 
been the auccoaaful teacher, having now 
boys of Indian origin that could paaa a 
fair oxauiinatiou in Latin. Wo have heard 
of teachers who taught their pu[iila to 
soar among tho stars before they could 
explore the mazes of the second book in 
their native tongue. Iiuhuul, we should 
liko tho ])leasure of e.\amininu those won- 
derful stndcals of tlio bi.i!io|)'a, and 
shi'iild bo glad tn liiul lluMii not waiitiiiLT. 
Very likely idsluii) Ridley rofors to the 
three boys who have been kept in his 
house nearly four years under special 
training the grtNitor part of tho time. 

lint what abniit the other little soluHds 
of Indian children in hia diocese ^ An 
impartial e.xainiiier would tind them no 
farther, if as far, advanced as those to he 
found in the schools hu ia pleased to de- 
ncuniiiato shams. We think that his own 
schools on ciiinparisoii would be found in 
tho Hup.'rlativo degree comparison de- 
scenduig. Tlie liibliii|i ci iiii plaiiiH that tlu) 
Indians are not taught to read anil write 
their mother tongue. What good ia to 
result from such a course / Those nativeii 
have no literature of their own, not a 
ainule line. It ia true there is niucli tra- 
ditional love amongst the alioriginal 
tribes; if it be desirable to iireserve this, 
let it ho written in t"lio English laiiLTuage. 

This is a utilitarian age, an ago of pro- 
uress; and the education the Indian 
should receive ought to be such as will 
niako him the best citizen, taking the 
word in ita widest seii.'ie. ^\'o would say, 
teach the Indian English through the 
medium of his mother tnoguo, and thus 
impart to him lingli.sli thought, -.■.'liieh 
will open up "a whole world of now ideas 
and exanipk's uf BUcce«8." Perhaps, in 
less than lifty years theTaimslioan tongue 
will he a tiling of the [last. Emrlish ia 
the apeecli of our ccjuiitry , aiicl is deslined 
to bocoijie the speech of the world, and 
tho poor Indian will land in it richer 
thought and a more varied literature than 
the bishop's Ihrue wonderful students Qnd 
in their walks among the litoraturo of 
Homo. 

Wo would not havo written but for tho 
bishop^ constant disparagement of hia 
brother missionaries' labor and oxtolling 
his own. The 4)ualificationa uf a bishop 
are truly more than intellectual uttain- 
ments. There waa one wiio said. Let 
brotherly love coiitiime. "fwijuld hu cjU 
for tho man who is constantly unveiling 
the faults of others to pull out tliu beam 
in hia own eye that he might boo clearly 
hia own condition. This may the biahop 
do.

CiKtlAT FIKE AT TORONTO. 

luiiucnsc Dc'sti'iicliiou or Froii-' 
criy. 

Toitoxro, Ont., Aug 3. — Fearfully de- 
scructivo lires commenced about 12:o0 
this morning in the largo brick building 
erected by th.e Toronto Sugar llelinery 
Co, , on the Esplanade. A strong wind 
was blowing from the east, which curried 
chunks of burning timbers along the 
esplanade, igniting wooden buildings aa 
far west ua five or si.\ blocks. lu a short 
time nothing was left of the sugar rcnn- 
ery but the walls and smoke stack. Tho 
"buildings of .Saulter, Evans, I'ecks, Clrin- 
sells and Ebbutaon'a, all boat-builders; 
Reid & Co. and Welch it Go,, lumbor 
inerchautB; Curria, Martin & Co., builur 
makers, and other buildings are in flames, 
and unless the wind changes the whole 
south aide of the esplanade will have to 
succumb. Sparks are Hying and lodging 
on tlie roofs of larL'e warehouses on Front 
and Wellington streets, and feara are eii- 
tertainoil that several of them may take 
tiro. Tho fire brigade are, and havo boon 
working manfully, but their efforts seem 
powerless. I'he stroeta are lined witlj 
thousands of people. The loss will bo 
enormous. Sehooiiers are burned to the 
water's edge. The fire is now half a mile 
in lengi h . 

.Vt "J i lf) a. m. tho work of deatruclion 
on the esplanade still goes nil, having 
now read. Oil the foot of Yunge street, all 
intervening buildings and wharves having 
been huriieil to the ground. The (J rent 
Weslern freight sheds, formerly a pas - 
senger ataticoi, on the north aide of the 
eaphiliage, is in imminent danger, and is 
expected to be in Ihniies every moment. 
The steamer ()ntario began to tow out the 
steamer Alazeppa, but a schooner blocked 
the way. The iMazeppa has caught lire, 
and all three will have (o succiinil) to the 
llaiiiea. The lire brigade is ahsoliitely 
po-.vorleaa. It is feared that Watchman 
Wortl), of tho sugar retinory factory, has" 
lost his life, aa he has not been seen fiinco 
the lire started. Win. liuelianaii, of tho 
sclioiiiier .■\iiiiie .Milloy, is dangerously 
burned alionl the lieail. Several elevators, 
coal yards, schooners, forryboala, waro- 
liousea, and many boathuuaea are among 
the properly destroyed. The loss, so far, 
is estimated at over a million dullara.

Origi- 
nally, 800 ye.irs .since, not larger than 
the top of an ordinary teacu|i, it lia.s 
been gradually enlarged from age to 
to ago, till it oflers now the size and 
appearance of, a luuflin, and require.s to 
bo enclosed in a tin box for protection. 
Down to Is is thn great seal it.self 
was made of copper; sinci; then silver 
has been the metal i;ni|)loyed. It Ih in 
two halves, somewhat like two very 
thick, bright, tin saucepan lids, fitting 
closely togeihi.'r, their inner Kurfacoa 
deeply senl]itareil willi royal devices 
intended to lie foruieil on the wax when 
H<iucozeii between tlieiii. The great .seal 
has only three tiincH been lo.st, twice 
temporarily and once pormaneiitly. 
James If., on leaving the kingdoin on 
liis abduct ion, threw the .seal into the 
Thames, wlieiiee, however, it wa.s iii.'xt 
iiioining lislu.'d up and brought to 
Whitehall. Lord I'llloii biiriiHl it in his 
garden in t^)ueeii Sijuare, during cue 
night wlien the house caught tiro, and 
ho thought in tlio confusion it might 
1)1' stolen. ItwiiH found. Lord Tliur- 
low, who alw.iys lii hl it iluriiig the 
night ill bis bedrooiii, had it actually 
crti-i ied iiir by biirgl.ars, from whom it 
was iic'vi.T reeiivi.-red.

On Saturday Frank W. Hanson, waa 
arrested at Seattle for stealing a number 
of articles from Gardner Kellogg's drug 
store in a rather novel msnner. 

About two weeks ago Hiinson arrived 
in Seattle from Tucoma and introduced 
himself to Mr. Kellogg. He claimed to 
bo a druggist, and stated that ho hiid been 
emiiloyed by Boiiney it Kiililer in Taco- 
iiia. Ah Mr. Bonnoy is a brother-in-law 
of Mr. Kellogg he trusted Hanson and 
believed hia story. Ho wanted to start a 
drug store in Belltown and ordered a 
largo list of druggists aiindriea from Mr. 
Kellogg, .stating that lu would open Ids 
atore about the 1st August. Ho diligent 
ly assisted Kellogg in pulling up the 
goods which wore laid aside for delivery 
as anon as the Belltown store room should 
bo finished.
